the prairies. 
The horse of one man

A m an in a buggy fired off a shotgun, in 
order to incite his horse to greater exer­ 
tions, and killed a neighbor boomer. Six 
thousand settlers on the southwest line of 
the Cherokee strip entered Oklahoma yes­ 
terday.

It is certain that hundreds of boomers 
have been in the Territory for several days. 
Proofs of this fact are abundant. One, 
however, will suffice. W hen the rush was 
made into the Territory yesterday a num ­ 
ber of people were found plowing quietly, 
every new-made farmer carrying a small 
arm ory on his person. 
Of course the au­ 
thorities could do nothing w ith these peo­ 
ple.

A TOWN TAKING FORM. 
No one who has never seen a western

Gnthrie already has its Main 
street, its Harrison street, its Guthrie av­ 
enue and its Oklahoma avenue, and yester­ 
day it was a'wilderness, where the antelope 
sported and the jackrabbit flapped its ears 
in the sun.

C h ic a g o , A pril 23d.—The Duilp News' 
special from Guthrie, Oklahoma, via A r­ 
kansas City, says : 
Guthrie is plunged in a 
seemingly inextricable confusion. 
The 
differences of the rival factions which de­ 
sire to control the town have baffled the 
efforts of half a dozen public meetings to 
settle them . The excitement is at a very 
high pitch, and confidence is beginning to 
waver. 
The suffering of 15.000 unsheltered and 
unprovisioned people is som ething that 
could be endured ouly amid such a furore. 
The scenes of night and day are unex­ 
ampled. Thousands are lieeing the town 
and country and thousands more are pour­ 
ing in. There is a feeling of wild uncer­ 
tainty and apprehension that amounts to 
distraction. There is no food, no water, 
no cover from the bitter cold nights and 
the sweltering heat of the day. The rail­ 
road is gorged w ith business and is tem ­ 
porarily inoperative. 
The townsite is changed every hour by 
rival parties, as each secures "temporary 
dominance. 
No 
buildings have been 
started, and but a few more tents have 
been reared. Nobody knows where the 
streets are, and everyone just now is yield­ 
ing everthing for food, drink and shelter 
or means of light. 
To complete this tremendous excitement, 
a disastrous wreck occurred just south of 
town during the forenoon. The freight 
and passenger train met, and both engines 
went into tne ditch. 
No one was hurt, but 
the track is blockaded for hours. 
Such a sight at Guthrie upon which the 
sun rose this m orning probably was never 
before witnessed in the world. 
A majority 
of the 15,000 people lay blanketless upon 
the ground, either guarding their claims or 
slum bering where they had 
fallen 
of 
fatigue. On the depot platform they lay 
as close as corded wood, and in a few tents 
they crowded in huddled masses. As many 
as could took the meager shelter afforded, 
but these quickly came to the lim it of their 
capacity, beyond which neither tears nor 
bribes could prevail. 
Among the thousands stretched upon the 
ground, m any of them were of a respectable 
quality. Those who could not sleep, and 
they were legion, in the stinging cold 
crouched in groups, swearing or weeping, 
as suited their spirit. The sun fairlv leaps 
out of the prairie, and w ithin two hours 
the cold had been supplanted with Sahara 
heat. The wind rose, but w ithout a cool­ 
ing eflect. It blew a hot sirrccco that 
scorched the flesh and filled the air with 
blinding alkali dust. To complete the gen­ 
eral misfortunes the only large tent, accom­ 
modating 150 people, fell under the stress 
of the furnace blast. 
It could not be re­ 
paired, aud other tents could scarcely be 
mounted. 
The climate provoked an insatiable thirst 
and water was the first supply to fail. 
There is a little stream hard by, but the 
water is too strongly alkaline to drink. The 
railroad tank that takes its supply by a 
gravity-pipe from a distance, afforded the 
only possible drinkable water, and it is 
brackish. 
It was attacked by thousands of 
people until the railway officials called on 
the m ilitary to protect it, under the pre­ 
tense that they needed the water to operate 
the road. 
Tne tanK-man, however, sold 
water at five cents a pint thereafter, as did 
the locomotive engineers, from the tanks of 
their engines. The railroad company seems 
to be completely protrated, and does Rot 
.deliver the baggage of the suffering throng. 
Pneum onia and sun-stroke are beginning 
to claim their victims, but the sick have 
neither refuge nor sym pathy. The whole 
scene, in its countless varieil and painful 
details, is indescribable. 
H ere stands a big city out of doors, and 
w ithout supplies. Ouly one train left over 
the crippled road, and it was crowded be­ 
yond the additional space of a mouse on 
the floor or a sparrow on the root. 
Those 
who could not get on cheered defiantly as' 
the train pulled out, and another, just as 
crowded, pulled in from the north. 
The Daily Newt correspondent secured a 
footing on the pilot of the locomotive to 
reach Arkansas City, nearly eighty miles 
north, with this dispatch. 
Along the 
route, during the long hours of the laggard 
riiie, scores of boomers’ wagons could be 
seen forging northward across the Chero­ 
kee strip. They are strapped and des­ 
perate, and the Government must yield 
this line region now. uselessly sequestered, 
or cause great trouble. 
Good hum or is splendidly m aintained in 
the face of these hardships. Oue boomer 
hailed from the train as to whether be was 
northward bound shouted back, “I am go­ 
ing back to m y wife’s people ’’ 
Everybody 
of whom inquiries were made on the train 
declared he was disappointed in the coun­ 
try and would not put np w ith the suffer­ 
ing for the scant chance sf gam. 


H e n ry G e o rg e 's I d e a s O rig in a te d W ith 
C o n fu ciu s. 
W a sh in g to n, April 23d.—Charles Den by, 
I uited Statrs Minister to China, in his re­ 
port to the Department of State, says the 
system ot taxation in China presents some 
decided contrasts to the systems in other 
countries. 
The taxes outside of Pekin 
are paid on arable land only, the tax vary­ 
ing with the crop and quality of the soil. 
Inside of the city of Pekm there is no tax 
on the land, houses or persona! property. 
The goods passing through the city gates 
pay a tax, but are exempt from taxation 
alterwards. 
The only tax on laud and 
houses in Pekin is oñ the sale of real es­ 
tate. Ten per cent, being charged on the 
price obtained for the property sold. 
There is also a tax resembling license 
fees. 
Outside ot Pekin the Chinese sub­ 
jects are liable to be called ou to perform 
certain duties, 
whenever the Em peror 
passes through their districts, but this dutv 
may be avoided by the payment of a small 
tax. All the moneys spent on the public 
account in Pekin comes from the Im ­ 
perial treasury, and the expenditure is not 
limited to the funds raised bv taxation 
w ithin the city. 
In Pekin they pay no 
taxes whatever, and a m an who owns his 
house and lot and his im plem ents of 
labor, enjoys his earnings without toll or 
deduction. The Minister closes with the 
following comment on the Chinese taxa­ 
tion as contrasted with the system of taxa­ 
tion in the United States: 
“How difierent the condition is from 
that in our own cities, where sometimes 
three per cent, on a high valuation is ex­ 
acted for public purposes. To the absence 
of the taxation of the body of the people 
may well be ascribed the permanence ot 
the Government, and of the tranquillity 
and contentm ent of the Chinese race. 
A 
lesson of taxation in China m ight be 
profitably studied by the civilized world. 
But in view of the national. State, county, 
township 
and 
city 
indebtedness piled 
m ountain high, the lesson m ust now be 
valueless to the United States.” 


C A P T A IN A R M E S. 


H e T estifie s In H is O w n B e h a lf B e fo re 
th e C o u rt-M a rtia l. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 23d.—Captain Armes 
took the witness’ stand to-day before the 
Armes Court-martial Board, aud testified 
in his own behalf. 
He said that General 
B srnum had invited him to becomes m em ­ 
ber of his staff, but he had declined, as he 
expected to serve on Governor Beaver’s 
Staff. 
H e made an application in writing 
for the place on Governor Beaver’s Staff, 
and on the 13th of February received an 
appointm ent, which he accepted. A few 
days later several gentlemen were, on his 
recommendation, appointed on the Gover­ 
nor’s Staff. On the 27th of February, Gen­ 
eral Hastings told the witness his appoint­ 
m ent was a mistake, and when the witness 
asked why his name was taken from the 
list,General Hastings said he did not w ant 
to talk about it. Captain Armes said then 
he sent a letter dem anding a written ex­ 
planation. 
General Hastings, in reply, 
wrote that witness had not been appointed 
on the stall. 
H e called at the inauguration headquar­ 
ters the next day. and alter some words 
General Hastings lost his tem per and or­ 
dered the witness out of the office, but 
afterwards apologized. Subsequently wit­ 
ness was tendered a commission as’a spe­ 
cial aide, which brought him nearer to the 
President. W hile riding alongside the 
Vice-President’s carriage Mr. Morton and 
Senator Cutlom bowed to him , and he re­ 
turned the salute. 
Captain Gibson and 
Captain Bourke dashed up at this instance, 
and in a boisterous and drunken condition 
ordered the witness out of the parade, and 
called on the police to aid them in ejecting 
him . 
The next day he swore out a w arrant 
against Captain Bourke, and sent it to 
Lieutenant Guy. Three days after this his 
brother told him the case had not been 
pressed the day before on account of a lack 
of witnesses. 
He then went to see the Ad­ 
jutant General. and after being informed 
that Captain Bourke had preferred charges 
against him , witness said he would send in 
a letter preferring charges against Captain 
Bourke and Colonel Gibson. 
Of the assault on Gove n rr Bfaver in the 
Riggs House Armes testified that he urged 
Governor BeaTer to ap ilogize, to which the 
Governor replied that he. Armes, m ust 
bear in m ind that he was here as a private 
citizen and not as the Governor of Penn­ 
sylvania. They were on the same platform, 
but he did not propose to do anything 
about that matter. As he turned to go 
away. Armes reached up his hand to stop 
him . The Governor considered it as an in­ 
sult and some words followed. 
W itnesses asked the Court to notice he 
had not reflected on General Beaver in the 
letters he had written. 
H e added: “ But I 
did Aiot hesitate to reflect on General 
Hastings, 
I said he was not a gentleman. 
I should have added that he was a liar and 
a coward.” 
In the course of a sketch of his career 
Captain A m e s revealed the nature of the 
secret testimony given by Colonel Swords 
and Sergeant-at-Arms Canaday 
In effect 
it was that Armes was one of ten picked 
men. sworn to secrecy, who were to act as 
a special body guard of the President. 
His 
orders were secret and even Governor Bea­ 
ver did not know about them.

B oston, Auril 23d.—The Prohibitionists 
spent lots of money yesterday, had relig­ 
ious services in the churches, women at all 
the polls personally soliciting votes, ami 
gave strong hot lunches to those who voted 
for them, w hile the Sunday-school chil­ 
dren, carrying flags and prohibition ban­ 
ners, marched through the streets headed 
by a brass band. They would visit each 
poll and cheer for the am endm ent, but all 
this had no result, the vote in Boston being 
59,890 for and 96,749 against. This 93 per 
cent, decrease on the November vote. The 
change of sentim ent in the State is star­ 
tling. W orcester county, where the best 
cider in the State is made, gave 4,000 m a­ 
jority against prohibition. The majority in 
the whole State is 44 500. 
The Prohibi­ 
tionists are very much disheartened. 


G la d s to n e o u th e C e n te n n ia l. 
B u ffa l o, April 23d.—A letter from Glad­ 
stone is printed in the Courier to-day. 
Therein Gladstone speaks hopefully o! the 
Irish question, and iu conclusion say s: 
“ W hen your great country is about to cel­ 
ebrate the centennial anniversary of the 
inauguration of George W ashington as the 
first President of the American Common­ 
wealth, I have been requested from Chi­ 
cago and elsewhere to intim ate the assur­ 
ance of m y participation in your national 
joy.

LORD LONSDALE. 


THE RETURN OF THE ARCTIC EX­ 
PLORER YESTERDAY. 


H e R o a ch es 75 D egrees N orth L ati­ 
tu d e —M agn ificen t A r ctic S c e n ­ 
ery—A T h rillin g E xp erien ce.

S an F rancisco, April 23d.—The steamer 
Bertha arrived from Kodiac at 3 a . m to-day. 
Among the passengers were Lord Lons­ 
dale, whose journey across the continent 
from W innipeg is the subject of world­ 
wide interest. 
In an interview with a reporter to-day. 
regarding this trip, he said : 


“I was very unlucky with game; in fact, 
there is no game at all. 
I sent 300 speci­ 
mens of birds—mostly docks and water­ 
fowl—home. Among them were several 
new species, at least new to me, and judg­ 
ing by the late Professor Baird's books', new 
to him also. From New York I went to 
Montreal and there called upon Sir Donald 
Smith, one of the heads of the Hudson Bay 
Company, who treated me with the greatest 
kindness and gave me letters of introduc­ 
tion which were exceedingly valuable to 
me. 1 then went to Ottawa and saw Lord 
I.ansdowne 
and 
the 
members of the 
Geographical 
and 
Geological 
Society, 
among them Dr. Dawson and Dr. Bell, 
who supplied me with the latest maps. 
“All the maps I found wrong—very, very 
wrong, more especially those of Alaska. 
Schwatka's map is as incorrect as anv of 
them . His m ap of the Yukon, which is 
supposed to be a m ilitary one. is a most 
ridiculous aflair. 
For m ilitary purposes it 
would not be a particle of use. There are 
passes and ravines without num ber and 
not one of them down on bis map. The 
Indians have from 200 to 300 stands of 
arms and from 2,000 to 3,000 rounds of am ­ 
munition. 
“ W hen I left Ottawa I started for W in­ 
nipeg, but was detained three days, owing 
to a severe suow storm which snowed the 
train in. This made me very late, and it 
was the m iddle of March before I got to 
W innipeg. 
W hile there they told me I 
could not get through : that it" was too late 
in the season, and that I might get as far 
as Green Lake, but I could have got a great 
deal further had it not been for starvation 
among the Indians. 
In a radius of, sav, 
270 miles I found 230 dead Indians. 
This 
was between the Isle La Crosse and A tha­ 
basca Lake. 
“ I left W innipeg on the 20th of March, 
and went by train to Troy. 1 was deter­ 
mined to get as far north as possible before 
the ice broke. 
I meant to travel day and 
night, and if I could get far enough north 
I thought there would be no ¡.articular 
difficulties. 
“ At Trov I hired horses and sleds and 
traveled to Prince Albert, on the north 
Saskatchewan. The journey occupied three 
days and the distance was 300 miles. 
It 
was accomplished with rough teams, and I 
slept only two hours in the three days, at a 
little hut ou the road. 
We procured fresh 
sleds, and started through the forest. 
Ow­ 
ing to the dense growth we could use only 
one sled and one horse. 
From Prince Al­ 
bert to Green lake is 270 miles, and we cov­ 
ered that distance in a week. 
“ From this point I had to send back mv 
servant with ad m y luggage, only keeping 
one change of ciothes. 
1 also sent back all 
my sporting dogs. 
From that titue I have 
had no change of clothes and had to use 
native furs. 
At this ¡>oint the traveling 
was very hard., and I could not get the In ­ 
dians to" go tne pace. 
A half-soft spell 
came up and made the snow bad for trav­ 
eling. Sometimes the glass would be 40° 
below zero, and in twenty-four hours it 
would register 30° above." This made it 
terrible hard work, and kept us wet from 
m orning till night. I kept the Indians 
traveling all the time. 
When we couldn't 
get along in the day I made them tackle i. 
at night. They were very good chaps and 
deserve great credit tor their perseverance. 
“ From Green lake I went to Islais La 
Crosie, across Buffalo lake. During this 
part of the journey a tremendous storm 
arose, during which three Indians had 
their faces frozen. 
We then went a:ro-s ’o 
Metha Portage, the place spoken of by Sir 
John Franklin and Sir John Richardson, 
who went in searbh of him . 
From there 1 
made m y way to Clear W ater river, but 
found it difficult to make headway, as there 
was no food for the dogs and none for the 
men. 
I made m y way down to the forks 
of the Athabaska aud Clear W ater rivers 
m arked on the maps as Fort Me Murray ■ 
and stayed there a m onth hunting moose, 
of which I found none worth speaking 
about. 
I found it impossible to get the 
Indians to travel, as we had come across so 
m any dead men, anti they were afraid of 
their lives. I stayed to take observations 
of the habits of the birds, water fowl, etc. 
The ice did not begin to break until Mav 
the 7th. and I then took a boat and we 
made 280 miles to Chippewavar, on Lake 
Athabaska. Thi3 distance w e’made in five 
days. 
We had great difficulty, as I ouly 
had two Indians w ith me, who did not 
know the way. The ice was running hard 
at the time and forming dams. 
Once we 
nearly all went under a dam which had 
backed the water up, and if we had not one 
of us would ever have come out alive. 
“ In Athahaska lake, which is 175 miles 
long, we lost ourselves two days in the tog, 
owing to the Indians m aking a mistake. 
The Indians thought we were on the lake 
and that the ice had broken, instead of 
which when the fog lifted we were on the 
low tundra land which was flooded, while 
the ice was a solid, as at Christmas. 
For 
two nights we were unable to sleep or to 
cook anything, as we could get no drift­ 
wood. 
It rained and snowed alternately 
all the time. 
W hen the sun came out I 
saw a crack in the ice, and against the ad­ 
vice of the Indians I determined to follow 
it. 
By its nreans we crossed the lake. 
I 
knew the lake was only twenty-five miles 
across, and if the worst came to the worst 
it could only have squashed the boat. 
We 
had only "arrived a quarter of an hour 
when the creek closed, and rem ained closed 
a week. 
“ For the next 800 miles we had difficul­ 
ties like this constantly, but luckily we 
were never more than four days at a tim e 
without food. 
We again came across In ­ 
dians dead from starvation, but not in as 
great numbers as at first. 
“Alter I struck the Peace river I followed 
the ice down it to save time. 
From this 
time to Great Slave Lake the Indians ap­ 
peared to have p k n ty to eat. 
“I reached Great Slave Lake on June 1st, 
the ice being then solid, but Peace river 
having broken up, there was water around 
the lake for a space of about 100 yards 
wide. It m ust be remembered that Great 
Slave Lake is 300 miles wide and 400 odd 
miles long. I got a boat from the Hudson 
Bay Company and two Indians, and tried 
to get around the edge of the lake, but it 
was terrible work, and 
sometimes we

" Our next piece of hard work was cro-s- 
: Sulphur Bay—so-called because of 
■- 
phur springs around it. 
When w 
started across it there was no sign of ice, 
but before we had started one quarter of an 
hour a strong gale sprang np from ih - 
a0t^ we io°k refuge behind a rock. 
W hile 'here two blocks of ice caught our 
ooat and kept us there lor tw. nty-eight 
lavs. 
I made a bridge across the openings 
anil got to land, but could not find anv 
game. On July ti.h the ice broke, and 1 
determined to cross,'ice or no ice. The In- 
diaus were terribly frightened, and lav 
down in the boat useless. Billy and T 
hoisted the sail, made out of a tarpaulin, 
and at 8 o clock one evening we made a 
start, and though jammed and knocked 
about, we went into the lake and reached 
Hav river the next day. 
Here I tound the 
Hudson Lay Company s steamer that w.. 
put on last year tor the first time to run 
freight up the McKenzie river. 
“ W hile on the Hav river 1 saw the most 
beautiful waterfall iu the world. 
It is 
horseshoe shaped, and has a sheer fall of 
200 feet, and a step with another fall above 
it. 
It is about one and a half miles wide 
at the top and one and three-fourth miles 
wide at the bottom. 
It is far more beauti­ 
ful than Niagara, although there is not the 
same weight ot water. 
W ho can picture 
it, as great block after block of ice and ice­ 
berg after iceberg come whirling over and 
down into the abyss below? 
" I went to Peei river in the stc-amei and 
there I got a boat and eight natives and 
started for the Arctic ocean. 
" It was with the greatest difficulty that 
I could get the Indians to go with m e as 
they were terribly afraid of the Esquimaux 
who up there are called Huskevs. 
Tbes-i 
H uskeys seem to be a race of Esquim aux 
all by themselves. 
Instead ot being small 
of stature and dark, as at Liverpool bay and 
Cape Bathurst, thev are big and tall,"some 
of them taller than myselt, aud I stand 6 
feet. 
“ W’hen we arrived in their part of the 
country m y interpreter advised me not to 
go among them, as Sir John Robinson and 
all other travelers had m ade circuits to 
escape them. 
I was determined, so I went. 
They made a half-circle as I advanced and 
all held long knives in their hands about 
six inches long. 
One fellow walked right 
up to me and tried to stick me. but I hit 
him in the nose with my fist and he went 
down like a ninepin. 
He said afterward 
be wanted to see if 1 was made the same in­ 
side as they were. 
"Against the advice of my interpreter I 
went into their chasm snow "house, or place 
where all public meetings are held, and sat 
down. 
The natives told mv interpreter 
that they heard all white men were brave 
and that they were going to try me. 
The 
braves formed in a line before liie as I sat 
on a box, and each, drawing his knife, witli 
a frightful war whoop, rushed at me with 
their knives ready to strike. Thev stopped 
right at my teet, and then the leader, ad­ 
vancing, pm his ear over my heart to hear 
how it was beating. 
1 didn't take the 
slightest notice, but asked them to show 
me how they danced. This they did, but 
would stop right in tne middle and make a 
rush at me with their knives. The chief 
was so surprised at what he called my 
courage that he gave me a present of his 
state clothes. 
1 went into their little snow 
houses and made myself at home wuh 
them. 
I was the first white man who had 
ever visited them in their village. 
“ That night as I was going home a fel­ 
low was watching for me. 
He had killed 
three or four men and had vowed to kill 
me. 
He was hiding behind an otnaha a 
boat) and as I passed jum ped out at me 
with a knife. 1 straightened out m y right 
artu and he went down. 
H e then skulked 
into his house and I went after him . 
I 
offered him some toba:co, but instead of 
taking it he rushed at me * 'ain with knife 
uplifted. 
I struck him again and knocked 
him into a corner dazed. 
The other natives 
then rushed in. and when they saw their 
bad man lying in a corner quite stupid they 
could not understand it. 
They took his 
knife from him and gave it to me. but as I 
thought this was meant as an act of sub­ 
mission I gave it back to him again. 
After 
this I had no piore trounle, and they 
treated rue with the greatest kindness. 
W hen I left they begged me to come back 
and see them again. 
I only went owing to 
the prayers of the Hudson Bay men, who 
were afraid of their lives. 
" After leaving we went round Banks 
Land on to the edge of Melville Island, 
anil then back to the McKenzie, where I 
expected letters and fresh clothes. 
T he 
steamer, however, had left all those things 
1.500 miles south, and had gone back for 
them, so I had to go on w ithout them . 
“ I determined to walk to the Yukon 
across the^ mountains, a distance of eigiuy 
milps. 
Each of m y men carried lorty 
pounds of provisions, and I carried fifty 
pounds. 
I got a boat on the Porcupine 
river aud descended into Alaska. 
1 hoped 
to catch the revenue rutter about the middle 
of October at St. Michaels, but expected 
difficulties on the way, as the Indians had 
killed two miners a short tim e before. I 
descended the Ajnko. but as the ice began 
to set when 1,200 miles on mv journey 
when near the Russian Mission I had to 
stop there. 
The question was, could I get 
any further ' Tne missionaries said I could 
not get as far as Katrnai, which is just the 
other side of Ko ;iak, and told me all kinds 
of stories to deter me, but I was deter­ 
mined. I got dogs ,and sleds and started. 
Afier m any difficulties I arrived at Katmai 
about the 10th of February. 
“DuriDg the journey we encountered 
many difficulties, and it was bitterly cold 
weatber. The coldest it was was 64° bebw 
zero. It was worst after walking and run­ 
ning ail day to have to lie in the snow to 
sleep. There was no wood to warm one s 
clothes, and we had the greatest difficulty 
in crossing the monntains. 
People said it 
was impossible—that twelve men had died 
trying. 
I started with 
nine sleds and 
sixty-nine dogs. 
At the foot of the m ount­ 
ains the Indians refused to cross, and tried 
to desert in the night, but I took one by 
the neck and made hita go before and I 
walked afier him. 
I took all their rifles 
and snowsboes put them in my sled and 
sat on it. At 3 o clock in the morning, 
when they got up to abandon me in the 
dark, they were surprised to find me before 
them. 
I started at 5 o clock that morniDg 
in the dark, and had to cross ranees the 
highest point ot whose pass was 5.200 feet. 
The cold was intense, and terrible storms 
would come up at times. 
“ W hen I got across I had only twenty- 
nine dogs left—all the others had frozen to 
death. There were seven Indians missing 
and five sleds. 
After wailing two days I 
set out to look for the missing men. "and 
found them in a terrible condition. Ail the 
dogs were dead. 
I brought them down 
safe and sound, they only being fro ,en 
abont the hands and feet. 
I waited at 
Katrnoi until Saturday, the 16th of March, 
when the Alaska Company sent the Lettie 
form e. 
Then I waited for the Bertha, ou 
which I have just arrived.” 
In conclusion, Lord Lonsdale said he did 
not think anything would ever be made 
out of the Yukon mines. 
There was gold, 
but only in small quantities. The miners 
were suffering greatly. 
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THE PBESS AND PUBLIC OPINION. 


Judge Tourgee, in a department occu­ 
pied by him iu the Inter-Ocean, takes occa. 
sion to say: 
The journalistic idea ol public opinion is that 
certain leading men in specific lines of thought 
control and represent it in these lines. The 
truth most usually is that these men, instead of 
shaping public sentiment, 
are 
themselves 
molded by it. When such men are tapped by 
the interviewer and asked to tell what they 
think about any newly happened event, their 
ideas do not represent the public until thev have 
had an opportunity to fill themselves with the 
drippings of public thought. They are not an 
important part of the current ot public opinion, 
hut mere indicators who have first to be acted 
upon before they can point out its direction. 
Now, says the Inter-Ocean, the fact is 
true, the inference is false. 
For, it holds» 
there arc three classes of men whom the 
interviewer meets whose opinions operate 
upon the public—the scientists, who ’took 
ujton questions coldly from the scientific 
standpoint and care nothing for the opinion 
of the mass; the economists, who are 
swayed solely by the financial results to lie 
expected 
from 
certain 
public action. 
These, says our contemporary, are surely 
not “ indicators.” 
But it is in error, since 
they must represent the thought of their 
class, which embraces a certain number of 
units that go to make up public opinionj 
and to that extent they are modifiers and 
molders of it. 
Public opinion is many 
sided, and he takes a narrow view who 
limits its factors to one class. 
The scien­ 
tific and economic views of a question enter 
into the creation and manifestation of pub. 
lie thought, and cannot, therefore, be 
ignored. 
The third class mentioned by 
our Chicago contemimrary is composed of 
the political leaders, who, it admits, sim­ 
ply reflect public thought, since it is their 
business to ascertain it. 
“ They have long 
antenna1 which they keep in constant ex­ 
ercise.” 
So, when one of these on any pub­ 
lic question says “ I think, 1 predict, 
my opinion is.” and so on, it means 
just what he lias discovered by this con­ 
stant exercises of his long antenna1, and 
shrewd newspaper men knowing this, value 
it accordingly. 
Hence, our contemporary 
holds, these are the true “indicators,” for 
they have felt their way to public opinion 
liefore their judgment concerning it was 
sought. 
Because of this fact, and because 
the good newspaper employs in the collec­ 
tion of expressions, reporters who suppress 
their own views and arequick to conjecture 
and almost certain to detect the opinions 
of other, and to note the look and the tone 
that play so important a part in expres­ 
sion, the forcast of public opinion in the 
press of cities, “is electric in its swiftness- 
and almost photographic in its accuracy.” 
To that extent it is cofrect in its view, 
but what it means by declaring the posi­ 
tion of Judge Tourgee to lie unsound, we 
cannot understand. He simply ennunciated 
a truth that is not controverted by the 
Inter-Ocean—nor indeed does it conflict 
with it—that the classes of men treated by 
journalism to ascertain the drift of public 
opinion do not make nor control, hut simply 
reflect it, having first been “filled with the 
drippings of public thought.” 
It is not 
material whether it is or not correctly stated 
bv the Judge, that the journalistic idea is 
that these men “control” public opinion. 
He alleges that they do not represent it, 
and he is correct, since reflection of public 
thought does not mean standing for it. 
That there is a great deal of miscon­ 
ception, even among journalists, upon this 
subject of the formation of and control or 
molding of public opinion, cannot be suc­ 
cessfully denied. 
Some of them mistake 
reflection for creation and therein all the 
error lies. 
Our contemporary, the San 
Francisco Call, pierces the core of the 
question when it says: 
Newspaper influence is a thing which tew un- 
d-retaiid. A newspaper wields influence wlien 
it ts in the right and when its words reach a 
large audience. When it is in the wrong it has 
not much more influence than a man bawling 
on the coiner of a street. Influence largely de­ 
pends on the instinct which enables an experi­ 
enced jcurnalist to place himself in sympathy 
with his audience, so that he feels with them oh 
the questions of the day. When an editor be­ 
comes wiser than his reade.s his influence is 
gone. 
Public thought is indefinable in its 
growth, it develops none can say just how 
or when. 
It appears, like perspiration 
upon the body generally, uniformly and 
simultaneously in all part», if the body 
fiolitic is healthy in tone. 
The press re­ 
sponds to it as do the organs of speech to 
the command of the will. 
It fashions it 
only so far as, like the ear or the eve.it 
conveys to the intelligence the facts that 
determine the judgment. 
So far as the 
press is one of the units in the community 
out of which public opinion comes, it is an 
agency influential in the formation of that 
opinion, and by reason of its ability to ad­ 
dress the other units more deliberately 
more frequently, and in larger number, it 
is unquestionably the more potential of 
those units. 
The fatal mistake, we repeat, 
into which the unskilled journalist falls, is 
that lie “manufactures" public opinion, 
and whoever entertains that idea is simply 
attempting to sweep back the sea with a 
broom. — ■ 
■ ■ 
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SANITATION OF CITIES AND TOWNS. 


W ith the approach of summer the ques­ 
tion of the sanitation of cities and towns 
again assumes public importance. 
In this 
matter we are very much like the tradi­ 
tional Arkansas contented man. 
We for­ 
get or put aside the fear of filth diseases 
when the winter is on, and when summer 
warmth scuds to our nostrils the warning 
of caution we fail to do thorough work in 
sanitation because it is too hot. There is 
no saroast i in the suggestion, since it is of 
official record that municipal officials of 
more than one American city when conta­ 
gion runs riot object to any remedial 
activity, on the ground that more of ill 
than benefit results from stirring up foul 
odors in the heat of summer, and such ol - 
jeclions have generally prevailed. 
But 
we have before us in California the testi­ 
mony of the State Board of Health that 
our towns and cities are not cleansed as 
they should be, and that as a rule the 
geniality of our climate has affected our 
people with a species of carelessness—reck­ 


lessness, for the matter of that—and to an 
extent that leads us to “take the chances.” 
But we cannot afford to continue such a 
policy. 
Because we have so rich a her­ 
itage in climate, and are so peculiarly 
blessed by nature that people of the 
great East flee to our shores to escape 
arctic winters and torrid summers, is the 
very reason why we should be diligent in 
observing sanitary laws in the matter of 
the cleanliness of our cities and lesser ag­ 
gregations of population. 
In 1872 Boston 
established a Municipal Board of Health, 
with very arbitrary power to enforce sani­ 
tary regulations. 
Zymotic diseases then 
caused 33 per cent, of the mortality in 
that city. 
Under the enforced cleanliness 
policy that was inaugurated by that Board 
this percentage fell 
by 
18S6 
to 
18, 
and it has not since 
risen. 
This is 
but a single instance out of a hundred 
prominent ones that might be cited, of the 
results of intelligent and firm enforcement 
of public sanitary regulations. 
The ex- 
[>ense of cleanliness in municipalities has 
been greatly overestimated. 
Practically, 
it is a monev-saver, and after being enforced 
in any city for a single season so convinces 
the people of this truth that there is no 
record of a community having abandoned 
it. 
Fully three-fourths of the garbarge 
that is now cast into low places, creating a 
false and disease-breeding soil, can be 
utilized and rendered innocuous by crema­ 
tion, and in severai cities the product of 
the process pays the entire cost r.f gather­ 
ing and cremating the daily accumulations 
of filth. 
In hot valleys like those of Cali­ 
fornia it is the only perfectly effectual 
method of disposing of decaying vegetable 
and animal matter, for heat is the chief of 
deodorizing and purifying agencies. 
In 
such a city as this, or indeed in any city, 
it should he made a criminal offense to 
bury any kind of vegetable or animal re­ 
fuse whatever. 
In fact, all garbage is less 
injurious to the public health if left ex­ 
posed to the action of the sun than if 
buried to rot in and poison the soil, the 
deadly exhalations of which are given off’ 
nightly when the air becomes cooler than 
the earth. 
Of these facts sanitary science 
has made actual demonstration, the sub­ 
ject having passed out of the realm of 
theory. 
Yet in not a single one of the 
towns or cities in California is garbage dis­ 
posed of otherwise than by deposition in 
dump heaps upon the surface of the soil; 
burial beneath it, or by being cast into the 
tidal waters. 
The first and second methods 
ought to he abandoned forthwith—the 
third is willful waste. 
It is probable, how­ 
ever. that wc will continue to adhere to 
our uneconomic methods until a great 
epidemic of resistless disease enforces a 
lesson that reason teaches us daily. 
We 
will continue to pollute the soil with 
garbage, and by saturation with worse 
filth through the cesspool agency, until it 
returns to us the harvest of disease and 
death for which we arc undeniably sowing 
seed recklessly.

Wherever 
there was gold dust ready to be placed on 
t ie turn of a card or roll of a dice Bill 
Briggs wa« on hand. 
In 1KÓ0 he was in 
S in Francisco presiding over a table nnd in 
lb')2 was at the same business in Sacra­ 
mento. 
H e is described in those eariy days as 
being a tine-looking fellow, a little ab ru p t 
in speech and rough in m anner, but true- 
hearted, square and honest. In his even’fol 
career be vi-iD d evrrv county in th e istnt 
and was as well know n in Sin Diego as 
Shasta. 
H e w-as « perm anent resident „ 
ibis city for over th irty years, in th e eonrs 
of w hich ho ran m any a noted faro gam e. 
About tw enty m onths ago be was stricken 
with paralysis of the low er lim bs, ami until 
his death suffered m uch. 
H e was confined 
continually to bis bed, at tim es iu perfect 
agony 
A few days ago a friend called to 
sc* biro. 
D uring th e visit bis physician 
also called, and a , his visitor left th e room 
th e friend asked the doctor w hat was his 
condition. 
T he latter answ ered th at he 
w«s getting along well. 
Mr. Briggs over­ 
heard th e conversation, and calling his 
friend back, said : 
“ Joe, no m atter w hat 
the doctor tells v o l. m y race is ru n . 
A 
few days m ore and you can teil all the old 
pioneers th a t B ill thought of them to th e 
last," 
The deceased was a member of the Soci­ 
ety of California Pioneers and several other 
organizations. Among his friends he was 
always described as a true, warm-hearted 
o tuntde. liberal to a fault, v ith a specula 
live turn ot mind that caused him to en •

R e m a rk ab le In c re a se in Traffic on A ll 
th e L ines. 
“ If things keep on in this way,” said a 
depot official last night to a R ecoed-U nion 
reporter, “ 1 don't see how we are going to 
handle the business that comes and goes 
from here. Xo. 1 (the overland express) 
wfcnt out to-night in two sections, and will 
be in two sections again to-morrow night. 
This depot isn't half large enough to ac­ 
commodate the traffic, which is increasing 
on every lineand in all directions.” 
Just then the Oregon express rolled into 
the depot with its long string of twelve 
coaches. 
“ See there,” said the party speaking. 
“There are three sleepers on that train, and 
every one of them crowded. Why, it beats 
an ordinary overland train. An entire car 
is required for the Government mails ; tae 
Express Company now occupies a whole 
car by itself, and the baggage-car has all it 
can hold. And look at that long string of 
well-filled passenger coaches. 
If anybody 
thinks there ain’t some railroad traffic 
along these lines let him come and be con­ 
vinced.” 
At this point an order came to put on 
two more cars, to accommodate the throng 
of pe. pie that had assembled in the wait­ 
ing-room, ready to depart for their homes 
at points all along the upper Sacramento 
valley, most of whom were laden with 
packages and bundles containing purchases 
made in this city during the day. 
The east-bound overland express was an 
hour and a half late last night in reaching 
the city, owing to the ferryboat Solano not 
having resumed its trips when the train 
reached Port Costa. 
The local, or seeond-c!a«s, train arrived 
half an hour late, although connection was 
made by way of Benicia, while the Oregon 
exnress arrived on time. 
There will arrive by the overland ex­ 
press for the East this evening a Raymond 
excursion party. 
The excursionists will 
remain over in this c.ty until morning, in 
order to cross the Sierra Nevada by duy- 
light. 
Work is progressing on the new yard- 
tra-’ks northeast of the railroad shops, 
which are required lor the proper handling 
of freight trams.

MEMORIAL WINDOWS. 


THE CROCKER AND 11 AY31 OSD WIN­ 
DOWS Di ST. PALL’S CHURCH. 


Som ething A bout th e A rt o f Glass- 
P ain tin g —E xquisitely B eau­ 
tiful W orks. 


There have been placed in St. Paul’s 
Church in this city within a few days two 
memorial windows of stained glass, the 
product oi the work of John Mallon, of 
the Pacific Art Glass Works, San Fran­ 
cisco, that are remarkably fine specimens 
of the art, which in the nineteenth century 
has had a revival, and has given us works 
equal to, and in many respects superior to 
the famous works of the sixteenth century, 
when the art was supposed to have reached 
its zenith. W hat gives additional interest 
to the two windows in question—and a 
brief account of which was given in the 
R ecord-Union some days ago—is the fact 
that they are the first fine church windows 
put up in this city, and that both were 
made in California and by California artists, 
and prove conclusively the ability of our 
home stained-glass manufacturers and 
glass-painters to produce works of a very 
high order. 
Before attempting to describe these 
lovely works of ecclesiastical and decorative 
art in the church named, it will interest 
those who have not studied the process 
of manufacture to learn something of the 
difficulties involved in it. The most emi­ 
nent painters have practiced the art of 
glass-paintiug fur decoration, and the art 
has therefore the stamp of both great age 
and of the devotion that great genius 
aifixes. In our own century all the art 
processes which were employed hv the 
earlv painters on glass have been rediscov­ 
er! d after mote than two centuries during 
which the art declined, and its detailed 
methods were either lost or obscured. The 
reseaches of modern times in chemical 
science have enabled us to produce fine re­ 
sults in coloring and the flux essentials at 
a greatly less cost and with far less of ex­ 
penditure of time; so that the present day 
brings enjoyment of the art within the 
range of those who, if they bad lived when 
the art was at its best in former centuries, 
could not have indulged in it; and it ena­ 
bles us also to introduce the ert into archi­ 
tectural decoration where a few years ago 
it would have been deemed impossible. 
Through the researches of Winston of Eng­ 
land and his pupils, we have been able to 
reproduce the very best effects attained by 
the early masters of the art, and to improve 
upon them. 
Glass painting or staining difiera front all 
other styles of pictorial art except porce­ 
lain painting, which it resembles. 
The. 
colors are different, being wholly mineral 
so as to be fusible. Instead of being laid 
on the outside merely they are fused into 
the glass and the chemical changes they 
undergo in the process result in a brilliancy 
and franslucency of color that is not known 
to any other art. Those who take occasion 
to delight their sense of sight by examin­ 
ing the windows under notice,"will per­ 
ceive the truth of this statement to be only 
exactly stated. The colors are mixed with 
a flux easier of fusion than the glass, and 
are laid on as in ordinary painting: the 
glass is then exposed to heat, and the flux 
melts and sinks into the body. But none 
of the clear, bright colors, we are told by 
the books, can he fully perceived by the 
artist until the work is complete, and he 
thus labors under the most trying circum­ 
stances and at the greatest disadvantage in 
applying them. 
H<-nce he has to be 
guided by lines upon the back, or bv a car­ 
toon on paper placed on the back-side. 
The earliest, system of the art was, up to 
the sixteenth Century, to color the glass as 
it was made. 
Blocks of the colored glass 
were then brought together to produce the 
design desired, and the lines of junction 
were treated separately, while the outlines 
and the shading were accomplished by use 
of an enamel color. 
This was known as 
the Mosaic system. 
It was then discov­ 
ered that most of the colors could be im­ 
parted to the glass by the enamel process. 
« th e exceptions were yellow, brown and 
^B ht-red. 
^W rfie system ordinarily followed in Eng­ 
land. where the art is so much indebted to 
Mr. Winston, is to use for even colored parts 
of the design, pieces of glass differently 
colored in the manufacture, and to use 
only brown enamel color for tracing the 
outlines and painting the shadows. The 
yellows are produced, however, by a stain 
that under heat penetrates the glass. This 
is known as the third or mosaic-enaiuel 
process, and is that mostly followed at this 
day. It will be observed that in the two 
windows about to be described, the latter 
system indicated is not altogither followed, 
but that the colors have been laid in ac­ 
cording to the forrauhcs of the very latest 
discoveries in the art, and that the delicate 
shadings and tints that give vitality to the 
work are the result of the skill of the 
painter almost wholly, and least of the 
mechanic. 
When a design has been fixed upon, the 
cartoon from which the artist is to work is 
prepared full size. 
Then a • cutting- 
drawing" is made, showing where the 
strips of lead are to appear. According to 
this design the various colored glasses to be 
used are cut out very skillfully, and arranged 
on the cartoon, and the outlines are traced, 
which being placid under red-heat, vitrify. 
The work is then returned to the painter, 
who places the parts on a sheet of color­ 
less glass and secures them in their proper 
places by wax or other devices. Thus 
fastened, the work is placed upon an 
easel aud opposed to exterior light, end the 
painting of the shadings begins—the most 
delicate of all the work. The pieces are 
then detached from the glass and again 
subjected to heat. It is otlen necessary to 
repeat this process six or seven times 
The workman skilled in that part of the 
art then fils the parts together in grooved 
strips of lead around the edges of each. 
When the window is mounted, it is taken 
in larger parts and leaded together as it is 
put up. Across the most direct leadlines, 
sufficient of small iron rods are thrown— 
called saddle bars, aud fasten into the 
framework, and to these the lead lines are 
secured by wire, or other means, to give 
the necessary support to the whole. That 
work is deemed the best that admits of the 
lead lines being thrown a;ong the outlines 
of figures, by w hich they are made less con­ 
spicuous. 
Without these lead lines the 
window is impossible, says Mr. Winston 
in his work upon the subject: “ It is a con­ 
dition that caunot be evaded by any in­ 
genuity.” 
This bare outline of the process of glas» 
painting of course but faintly indicates the 
methods employed, but if it stimulates any 
person to read and inform himself or her­ 
self on the subject, he or she will have en­ 
joyed a delightful self-imposed task, and 
will rise from the study prepared to more 
truly appreciate the labors of the artist and 
the mechanic, that are mutual in this ex­ 
quisite work where science, mechanics and 
art of necessity unite for the attainment of 
the desired end. The student will discover 
that this beautiful art sprang like sculpture, 
as lladcliffe so well puts it, from the archi­ 
tectural requirements of the Gothic style, 
and that the finest specimens are to be seen 
in those cathedrals where fresco painting 
was not needed. 
The larger of the two memorial windows 
in tjt. Paul’s Church is contributed by Mrs. 
Charles Crocker in aflectionate memory of 
her late daughter-in-law, wife of Colonel 
Charles F. Crocker, and hears the inscrip­ 
tion : "Jennie M. Crocker, died February 
”•>. 18*7." It occupies a place in the north 
wall of the chancel, immediately above the 
altar. It is about eighteen feet in hight, 
and almost the width of the chancel which 
it so richly adorns. It is a high pointed 
Gothic window, in harmony witti the arch­ 
itecture of the building. It is divided into 
three plain Gothic panels, the spring of 
the arches continuing to the outer lines of 
the window, cutting the upper third into 
diamond-shaped panels, producing the 
graceful eflect known as “ flowing tracery." 
The central panel, in its center, bears the 
full length figure of " Santa Maria,’’ that 
upon the left the figure of " Hope," and 
that upon the right the figure of "Charity.” 
Oi l gold, crimson and blue are the strongly 
prevailing colors, with the browns domi­ 
nant in shading. Beneath each figure are 
square panels flanked by columns and 
tilled by foliations, diamond and lozenge­ 
shaped designs, set with jewels of many 
colors, some of them standing oat from a 
half inch to an inch in relief. 
The central subject is a study from Mu­ 
nich statuary, ano is an exceptionally tine 
piece of work. While the other two panels 
are lets conspicuous because of position, 
they are equally as fine examples of the 
art of glass painting. Upon the central 
subject, however, attention will chiefly fix. 
The softness of the coloring will strike ev­ 
ery beholder, and there is total absence of 
hastiness in outline that is so apt to appear 
in g!a-s staining. The expression of the 
face is pare, sweet and dignified. There is 
ream e i all the soft womanliness of the 


character and the strength aDd courage that 
characterized her motherhood. There is 
nothing of the sorrowful in the countenance 
observable so frequently in Raphael’s 
Madonnas, nor yet of the expression of 
pondering upon the mystery of her life. 
On the contrary, there is tender pride ex­ 
pressed in the dignified repose of the beau­ 
tiful countenance. It is, in short, a gentle 
face with that indescribable mingling of 
fearlessness, modesty and dignity that in 
vest the Madonnas of Correggio and of 
Murillo alike with unsurpassed loveliness 
and give them their greatest charm. 
In the expectant attitude and face of the 
figure "H ope" the artistic ideal has been 
very nearly reached. It was indeed scarcely 
necessary to have placed about her the em­ 
blematic anchor and other characteristic 
insignia of the imaginative creation. One 
cannot confront the speaking countenance 
and fail to understand that every linea­ 
ment speaks of hope. The benign ex­ 
pression of the figure "Charity" minister­ 
ing to the little ones clustering about her, 
is indicative of the thought of the creation, 
and needs no other interpreter than its own 
expression. The monumental background 
is exquisitely fine in construction, delicate 
in execution and in perfect harmony 
with the architectural eflects of the 
church 
interior. 
As in nearly all 
glass-stained monumental windows, the 
lights are strongest above and come from 
that direction. The sunlight shimmers 
down upon the heads of the figures with a 
tinted softness, yet brilliancy, that almost 
realizes vitality in their countenances. 
The colors are strong, and yet in no respect 
glaring. The bines and reds may be criti­ 
cised by some as too strong for the subject 
treated, but this is a matter the debate of 
which must adjust itseif to differing tastes. 
But it must be kept in mind that in re­ 
ligious themes red signifies divine love, 
creative power and royalty; and blue, 
truth, fidelity and heaven. 
It must 
suffice to say that the window is one 
of great beauty, in keeping with its set­ 
ting, gives to the interior a new importance, 
intensifies the devotional atmosphere of the 
place, and is a memorial to one of the most 
gentle and lovable of characters, cut short 
in its career at the early age of tweutv- 
eight. 
The second window is located in the 
west wall of the west wing of the church. 
While the first and larger window is best 
viewed in morning light, the beauty of the 
second is best developed when that of the 
other begins to be lost, that is, when the 
sun is well in the west. This west win­ 
dow is the gift of Colonel Creed Haymond, 
is in loving memory of his wife, 
and 
bears 
the 
inscription, 
“ In 
Memoriam Cornelia Alice Haymond, 
died November 17, 1887,” The window is 
esteemed by Mr. Mallon the masterpiece of 
the works where produced, and already 
named. It is smaller than the first window, 
being about sixteen feet in hight, and 
probably seven feet in width. Like the 
first, it is gothic in outline, with high 
arches, aud contains three panels ending 
uniformly in a gothic arch two-thirds the 
Light, aud the extensions of the lines 
interlacing to the exterior moldings 
cut the upper section into three diamond­ 
shaped beautiful panels. But the upper 
sections of the three long paDels are crossed 
by broken gothic arches, thus creating 
three other panels, so that there are six in 
all above the main ones. This gives more 
of detail in the "flowing tracery ” than in 
the first window, and augments the artistic 
eflect by producing a fictitious idea of size, 
and one tnat is very helpful to the whole 
scheme of the window. 
lu the central panel, St. Cecilia, the 
patron saint of music, whose day is the 
"Jd of November, is discovered touching 
with her fingers a single bank of organ 
keys, while her gaze is upward into a glori­ 
ous sunlight, that bathes her face with 
goid-distilled beams, bursting from clouds, 
from which descend a cherubic host hover­ 
ing over and playing and singing to the 
martyr saint, their wings tinted as with 
mother-of-pearl, and their countenances 
radiant with light and joy. The picture is 
an admirable rendering of the subject as 
originally treated by Carlo Dolce, or as re­ 
alized in painting by Raphael, whose fam­ 
ous piece is at Bologna. Morretto, Cima- 
bue, Garofalo, Parmagianino and Dorueni- 
chino have all given us ideals of this pa- 
tronness of music. In Carlo Dolce’s pic­ 
ture, in the Dresden Gallery, St. Cecilia is 
depicted with drooping head’ and soft, rant 
expression, as she plays upon her tradi­ 
tional organ. But in Raphael’s picture she 
estaticslly pauses at the sound of the 
angels’ songs, which justifies the belief that 
the Raphael ideal is that of the artist of 
the Haymond window. 
St. Cecilia was a Roman iadv of the third 
century who, tradition has it, sang and 
played with such entrancing sweetness that 
the very angels came to listen. She con­ 
verted her husband. Valerian, and his 
brother, and the three devoted themselves to 
Christianity. She is fabled as the inventor 
of the organ, but that is not to be estab­ 
lished as a fact. A Roman ruler, desiring 
to secure her wealth, accused her of Christ­ 
ianity, aud refusing to sacrifice to the 
gods, she was thrown into a bath filled 
with boiling water. It is tradition that 
heaven preserved her from harm, and she 
wasordered for beheading. The executioner 
three times wounded her in the effort. She 
lived three days after, preaching Christ, and 
died after leaving her house to he converted 
into a church. Her body was placed in the 
catacombs, and was removed to the Church 
of St. Cecilia when that edifice was erected 
in Rome. Her coffin was opened in 1599, 
and her remains found to he so wonder­ 
fully well preserved that the graceful re­ 
cumbent attitude was copied, aud by it the 
statue fashioned that lies before her altar. 
There is probably no window painting 
in the State in which an artist has secured 
more li fe-like tin ts t nan in the figure refem d 
to in this window. There is also in the 
attitude and in the expression of the coun­ 
tenance a spirituality and devotional joy 
and fervor that ma’kes itself felt; a rapt 
and heavenly expression that calls for but 
little play oi the imagination to lift the 
beholder toward the same exaltation of 
feeling. Even a methodical reporter of 
the R ecobd-U n io n, who stood before the 
picture on Monday and noted down the 
cold details, was moved by a lew moments’ 
silent contemplation of" the work into 
something approaching the emotional feel­ 
ing that toe picture interprets. The apex 
of the central panel is finished by a glitter­ 
ing crown, set with jewels of many colors, 
while the feet of the patroness of music 
press a tessellated floor of onyx that is 
imitated with such nicety as almost to de­ 
ceive one into belief of its reality. The 
flanking panels bear in great profusion 
uesigns of musical instruments, teed and 
string, resting against a narrow back­ 
ground beautifully painted in lance, scroll, 
lozenge, diamond and folia’e work and 
ecclesiastical designs. The window is one 
of great beauty, probably unsurpassed on 
the coast for delicacy of tint and richness 
of color, and is in keeping in its 
design with the character of the architec­ 
ture of the church, and perpetuates the 
memory of a lady once a citizen of Sacra­ 
mento, and whose generous qualities of 
heart won her many friends, and who 
was borne away by death in the very flow er 
of life, which her buoyant nature so keenly 
enjoyed. 
The two windows thus inadequately 
described beautify the interior of St. Raul's 
and invest its light with soft, rich tints that 
alone would have sufficiently adorned the 
structure. IVhat is now needed to com­ 
plete the harmony of eflect is a fine illumi­ 
nated window in the south wall of the 
church. For the windows already placed 
and above outlined the church is indebted 
to the indefatigable earnestness ot its rector. 
Rev. J. F. von Hcrrlich, whose energy in 
church improvement made it possible for 
the givers of the memorial windows to 
gratify their desire to thus testify their love 
for the departed.

SMALL SISNÜR3. 
A Long Calendar Disposed of In the 
Police Court Yesterday. 
An unusually long calendar had to be 
gone through in the Police Court yester­ 
day. and yet there were no cases of any 
great importance. “ Slim ” Morgan and E 
Lewis, two young men arrested for using 
vulgar language while being taken to jail 
for drunkenness, were found guilty, and 
the former was sentenced to 40 days in the 
County Jail. Lewis received 30 days. 
Dan Kelly, Charles Jordan, Pat Gal­ 
lagher, and another individnal who ap­ 
peared under the cognomen of “ John 
Doe,’’ were charged with being druuk. 
The quartet stood up to the call of their 
names, aud each in his turn pleaded 
gnilty, at the same time telling the Court 
how the accident happened. They were all 
"first-timers," with the exception of Gal­ 
lagher, who figured conspicuously about a 
week ago. The Judge fined each of them 
$2 50, at the same time allowing them 
time in which to earn the ntonev and free 
themselves. Jordan and Mr. Doe were 
allowed their liberty. 
John Conway, charged with a misde- 
nteaner, in playing ball upon the public 
streets, said that he had no knowledge of 
an ordinance being in force prohibiting 
such exercise, and after being instructed by 
the Court, his charge was dismissed. 
Mary Curan and Mrs. Bloomfield, two 
women who made things lively in an up­ 
town boarding-house, were discharged, as 
the keeper of the place did not wish to 
prosecute them. 
Jas. Smith did not show np to answer to 
a charge of vagrancy against him, having 
been released on his own recognizance. 
George Kelly, a lad 10 years of age, was 
up to receive his sentence, having been con­ 
victed of petit larceny' and disturbing the 
peace. Judge Buckley' gave the boy a lec­ 
ture, at the same time informing him that 
he did not wish to send one so young to 
jail. He vas released under a 'bond of 
$2 50 not to commit any like offenses within 
six mor.tus. 
Jas. Ward and Michael Gorman were 
each fined $2 50 for disturbing the peace. 
Geo. Nicholas appeared to receive his 
sentence, having bec-n convicted of petit 
larceny about a week ago. Judge Buckley- 
surprised him by ordering that the previous 
verdict be set aside and one of acquittal 
rendered in its stead. The Contt stated 
that he had several reasons to believe that 
the prisoner was not guilty. The charge 
was that of taking a watch from a man in 
the den kept by Josephine Machabo. Sev­ 
eral colored witnesses testified in such a 
positive manner at the time that no other 
verdict than that of guilty could have been 
rendered, but since then the Court has been 
led to believe that the defendant, who does 
not speak English, might have been the 
victim of a conspiracy. Nicholas was given 
the benefit of the doubt and discharged. 


t h e r e a p e r . 
D eath cf Jam es Forbes, a Prom inent 
Official of the R ailroad Coiupauy. 
The saying that "Death loves a shining 
mark” was again exemplified íd this city 
yesterday by the decease of James Forbes, 
the Sacramento Freight and Passenger 
Agent of the Southern Pacific Company, 
who had been ill for a couple of weeks of 
pneumonia. Mr. Forbes had represented 
the company here for the Ia3t three years, 
and in that time had endeared himself to 
every person with whom his official and 
social relations had brought him in con­ 
tact. Prior to coming to this chv he had 
represented the company at Ogden, lie 
was one of the first to enter the employ of 
the company, and was ons of the most 
faithful and efficient officials in its ranks. 
Deceased will he buried in the cemetery at 
Auburn, Placer county, on Friday next, 
by ¡the side of .his parehts. He was 51 
years of age. 
It is said of the deceased that he possessed 
not only the faculty of giving the highest 
satisfaction to his employers, but abo that 
rare gift of winning the ‘love and self re­ 
spect of all subordinates. He was a friend 
alike to the high and the lowly, at least to 
all who deserved the friendship of an up­ 
right and careful official, and his death is 
mourned by many hundreds of the em­ 
ployes of the company in this city. 
Suprem e C ourt Cases 
Decisions were filed yesterday in the 
Supreme Court Clerk s office for the Sacra­ 
mento District in the cases of Greenleaf vs. 
the Stockton Combined Harvester and Ag­ 
ricultural Works, and Curtin vs. the Phoe­ 
nix Insurance Company. The former case 
grew out of the purchase bv Greenleaf of a 
combined harvester, to which the defend­ 
ants were to have added certain improve­ 
ments, but did not. Greenleaf got judg­ 
ment for $1,428 damages. The case was 
appealed, and the judgment has been al- 
tirintd. 
The action in the other case was on a 
policy of fire insurance, and the defense 
was that all the premium had not been 
paid. The judgment of the lower Court 
was for plaintiff, and defendant appealed. 
The Supreme Court holds that the failure 
to pay the premium was fatal to plaintilFs 
action, and the judgment and order ap­ 
pealed from are reversed. 
Two G arrotera C aptured. 
A little before 3 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing officer Ash heard cries of distress com­ 
ing from the alley between Third and 
I'ourtb, K and L streets, and accompanied 
by officer Simmons proceeded to investi­ 
gate the cause.

ALMOST DECAPITATED. 
A Series of Street-Car Accidents In San 
Francisco Yesterday. 
San F rancisco, April 23d.—There was a 
Beries of street car accidents this morning, 
and one of the victims was killed out­ 
right. Two others were badly bruised and 
maimed, and it is not improbable that one 
of them will be crippled for life. The ac­ 
cident which resulted in the death of an 
elderly lady, whose name is supposed to be 
Mrs. Bridget Needham, was due to her own 
carelessless., She boarded a car of the 
Market street cable system near Fifth 
street, and took a seat on the side of the 
dummy. The car was going towards the 
ferry landing, and running parallel with 
it was a Folsom-street car. When the 
cable car was opposite Powell street the 
unfortunate woman, without signaling the 
gripman or waiting for the car to stop, 
sprang from her seat. The other car was 
at the time but a few feet distant, and the 
poor woman had scarcely touched the 
ground when the horses struck her and 
knocked her down. 
The horses were traveling along at a 
lively jog, and the driver was unable to 
stop the car in time to prevent an accident. 
The next instant one of the front wheels 
passed over the victim's neck and almost 
severed the head from the body. The car 
came to a standstill before the hind wheel 
struck her, but it was then too late. The 
horrified spectators who were on the side­ 
walk at once ran to the woman's assistance, 
but before they reached her life was ex­ 
tinct. The body was taken from beneath 
the car and carried to the sidewalk, where 
it lay until the Coroner's deputies arrived 
and took it to the Morgue.

An Excuse that Would Not Satisfy an 
Enraged Husband. 
Los A ngeles, April 23d.—-Captain Geo. 
Koughan commands the steamer Lillian at 
San l’edro, and is often away from home. 
Monday evening the Lillian unexpectedly 
steamed into port and the Captain went to 
his home. He entered quietly, so as not to 
alarm his wife, who was not expecting him, 
and found that lady in company with a 
neighbor, Gas Brannan by name. 
The latter tried to explain to the irate 
husband that as he was passing the house 
his coat was accidentally torn, and he had 
just stopped to get Mrs. Koughan to sew it 
up, which accounted for his disrobed 
condition.

When she returned everything was quiet, 
but hearing queer noises in the kitchen, 
she entered, and was horrified to find her 
husband's body hanging from a rafter. 
With great presence of mind she seized a 
knife and cut him down and called a doc­ 
tor, who after some time succeeded in re­ 
suscitating the deceived husband. He now 
declares he will kill Brannan on sight. 
A BANK RUBBER. 
He Makes a Bold Attempt to Rob a Ven­ 
tura Bank. 
V entura, April 23d.—To-day at noon a 
bold attempt at bank robbery was made by 
a man named McCarthy, who was recently 
discharged from the County Hospital. He 
entered Collins & tSons bank while Cashier 
Collins had gone to lunch, leaving Jack 
Morrison alone. 
McCarthy entered and complained of his 
Doverty anil desperation, which had drawn 
him to think of suicide. He laid a pack­ 
age on the counter which he said was dyn­ 
amite, and then drew a six-shooter and de­ 
manded $30,000. 
Morrison did not wait for an explosion, 
nor hand over the money, but dodged be­ 
hind the high counter and ran out of the 
back door. The robber seized the tray con­ 
taining about $4,000 and walked into <ke 
street. Morrison had given the alarm, and 
people gathered on the street, bat no one 
was armed. 
The thief had his horse hitched about 
200 feet from the bank, and was making 
for that. Sheriff Reilly happened to be 
near, but was unarmed. 
He stepped into a hardware store, seized 
a shotgun and demanded a surrender, when 
the man surrendered and was marched to 
jail. 
STOCKTON NOTES. 
Funeral of a Pioueer— Consolidation ol 
Steamboat Line». 
Stockton, April 23d.—The funeral of H. 
G. Boisseler, took place this afternoon 
from his late residence. The funeral was 
attended in a body by the Grand Jury, 
San Joaquin Society of California Pioneers. 
Kuights of Pythias. United Workmen and 
the Turn Verein Society, of all of which 
organizations deceased was a member. 
There has been much talk lately concern­ 
ing the consolidation of the California 
Navigation Company and the San Joa­ 
quin Improvement Company. The two 
companies have been doiug a passenger 
and freight traffic business between Stock­ 
ton and San Francisco.

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
A Young Lady W ith Nerve—Trouble at 
the Laud Office. 
Seattle. April 23d.—A scene that resem­ 
bles the rush to secure lands in Oklahoma 
was enacted at the Land Office in this city 
last night and this morning. The Land 
Office authorities had announced that two 
townships of valuable timber land in 
Skagitt county would be ihrown open to 
entry, and when the office closed last night 
a big crowd was in attendance. It became 
so disorderly that it was driven away by 
the police. By daylight the crowd of filers 
were again on hand and 200 claimants were 
on hand by the time the office opened, and 
together with the witnesses made an im­ 
mense throng. The police were on band, 
and onhr by great exertion succeeded in 
keepine the turbulent crowd in order. The 
first to file was a young and pretty lady— 
Mrs. Agnes Lorseney—a cashier in a restau­ 
rant in this city. She took a chair and 
calmly walked to the head of the line near 
the doors and kept that position until the 
door opened. In all over 100 timber claims 
were filed, also many homsteads and two 
pre-emptions. In the existing confusion it 
cannot be told how many claims have been 
filed. In some instances three or four 
men filed on one claim. It is expected 
there will be trouble on the lands for their 
possession, and bloodshed is anticipated 
where there are several entries on one 
claim. 
Detectives to-day arrested J. Mott, alias 
Jack Luke, who is wanted in Logan county, 
Col., for cittle-steaiing. Mott was found 
employed as a fireman in the power-house 
of the Cable Railway Company. It seems 
that Mott was out on bail and left his 
bondsmen in the lurch. Sheriff Buchanan, 
of Logan county, is here, and will escort 
Mott back to-morrow.

Obscene Literature by Mall* 
Portland, April 23d.—Today Isaac 
Iiories, the son ot a Jewish minister, was 
indicted by the United States Grand Jury 
for sending obscene literature through the 
United States mail. There is a very strong 
case against him, and he will likely suffer 
the extreme penalty of the law. 
Argument in relation to the guardian­ 
ship of the Holladay children was made 
before County Judge Gatlin this morning, 
and he has taken the matter under consid­ 
eration. He will render his decision next 
Tuesday.

Marchetti. of Crescent Mills, 
robbed his room-mateof$3u0and tied. He 
was overtaken at Johntown and jailed.
